On April IS, 1917 , President Woodrow Wll- 
r,on lssucd a proclamntion reclting the acta 
Which United Statöfl courta had declnrcd 
trcosonnblo. On June 15 , 1017 , CongrcM 
pa&jcd the Esplonage Act which lncludcd tho 
foltowing Gccuon: 

'•Whocvcr when the United State# Ib ot war 
shall wifully caubc or nttempt to ciuifie ln-* 
Subordination, dlsloyalty, muttny or rcfusnl 
of duty ln the mUltnry or haval forcea Of the 
United States, or ßhnll wllrully obatruct the 
rccrultlng or enllstment »ervlce of the United 
suite« to the Injury of tho tcrvlce of tho 
United State*, ahMl b« puaished by a ftno of 
not more thnn $ 10,000 or .imprlfionment for 
not more tlmn twenty ycam. or both.“ 

In October 1018 , to a rr&ult of vlolenco 
perpetrnted by TtvoluUonary radieals, Con- 
pre« amended the Immigration Act to in* 
elurto deportation of allen» advocatlng or 
prscticing cr:min»k anarehy and ovmhrow 
of the Ü.S. Government, In Addition, many 
States etmeted thelr own Statutes agolnst crl- 
minal atiarchy. 

AU ihcsc Internat sccurity mensures wer« 
brandcd a* “infammii" by coolall and wero 
coinpATed by them to the allen and «edltlon 
law« of 1788 that wero aliowed to lapso ln 
1800 and 1802 , 

Tjndcr the 10 X 7 Eaplonage Act more tban 
2,000 Soclollsts were Imprlooned during World 
War I; under the Immigration Act as 
.amended ln October 1018 . hundred* of allen 
. tn&rchlfeU were deported after the war. 

All Lcftimt wrltcr« dcscrlbo the post-World 
.War I'pericd n* one of American “hysteria" 
and “xcnophobla." They mlnlmlze tho revo- 
lutionary acUvitic* promoted In our country 
by Agents of the new Bolshevlk regime ln 
fiussla. Lefttat wrlter* miiUmlze the act* of 
radlcal tcrrorlxm perpetrawd by th» I.W.W, 
and also the May-Jun* 1019 bomblnga by 
anarchisti that were nlmed at kilimg promi¬ 
nent private Citizen« and high omclata ln our 
Federal, state and clty govemmenta. Leftist 
* writera also mlnlmtzc the tragedie* that oc- 
curred ln our country os a rcsult of other 
□cta of crlroina] rcvoluttonary ylolcnce, such 
ns tho Wall Street bomblrtg of September 
1920 that kllled 30 perfions, lüjured 100 , and 
dld $ 2 , 000.000 property damage. 

AU Lctttata deseribed aa “Infamon*“ tho 
ruitls condueted on Leftist radlcal Organiza¬ 
tion hcadqunrtcrs and the roundup of allons 
nliegcd in bo rnrtlenl« durlng tho pcrlod lOiO- 
1021 whilo A. Mitchell Tabuer was XJJ3. At¬ 
torney Genera) and William J, Flynn was 
clilcf of the Justlcö Department Ziurcau of 
Inve&llgntton. BccauftO J. Edgar Ifoover wo» 
tn the Justier Department durlng 1017 - 1021 , 
radlcal LcflbU alwny» imvo wrougfully nc- 
cuoed him—ihrouuh «um-by-cuisocintiou— 
at pauinl rcxpnnMbtUly for the Incvttnblo ox- 
ccsscs oml n tew InjiiaUcca conmitttcd dur- 
lng warllmo drnc*not roundup of drnft dod> 
gern and durlng post-war ’ited rntdu“ and 
deportatfons. 

Actually, the cxccssea and Injuetlcca wero 
commlltccl by untratned prlvoto voluntcoro 
Whose acrvlccs wr.ro urgently ncedctl ln car- 
rying out protection of our internal uccurity 
bcenuse tho Justlce DepnrUncm Bureau of 
Investigation had only 100 cpcclal ogenta ln 
June 1017 . though U was toaded wuh huga 
resptmaibUittca for massive undertaitingii.

Today very fcw Amcricana are familiär wlth 
' the allcgediy "Infamous'' Pedcrai «tatutca a* 
they rxlstocl In World War I and lmmedlately 
tbereaftcr. Today, too. very few Amerleatui 
arc familiär with the great baalo Judiclal de- 
ciaiona rendored ln UJ 9 , courU ln regard to 
the scdltion and crimlnal anoreby coe«. 


Esscntlally, the Problem they posed dealt 
wlth basic American Interpretation of our 
Constitution and,First Amendment. In the 
pcrlod 1017-1024. a* later ln the period 19*7- 
1054. and ogaln later in the period 1004-71, 
the dlsblnctton between llberty nnö llcense ln 
Interpretation of our Fimt Amendment was 
paramount to our national sccurlty nnd es- 
eentlal to lta protection by tho Federal Bu¬ 
reau of Investigation. 

Always and alwaya, the ßoclallsta ln our 
natlon have hod a vested Interest ln abso- 
luto beenge os the aole crlterlon. for Inter¬ 
pretation of tho Pirat Amendment. In the 
years 1817-1024, Amoricona were guarantccd 
llberty but not llcense ln a acrles or Fcderol 
Statutes ftnd eourt declslons of utmost per- ' 
tmence to present tlmca. 

The Immigration Law aa amended in 10IQ 
provided for the dcportetion at any time 
vrlthln live yeara after entry lnto our coun- 
tn’ °f 

“Any allen who at any time after entry 
fihall bo found advocatlng or teaching tho 
unlawful deaiructlon of property. or advo- 
catlng or teAChlng anArchy, or th« overlhrow 
by force or violette» of the Government of 
the United State* or of all forms of law or 
the aßsa^lnatlon of public offlclals.“ 

The Act also mode it a, felony for “any 
peraon knowlngly to ald or a&slat Buch 'an 
allerL" 

Whcn Eugene V. Debs woa cureatcd for 
.Violation of tho Esptonngo Act ln a spccch 
he made at a pubhe mcetlng to obitruct tho 
cnUstment or recrultlng of Aiuoricana ln 
the armed Service*, bo clalmod ln Court that 
he had mereiy exerclacd the right of a freo 
Citizen and that hls utteranc«» wer« pro- 
tocted by the i-lm Amendment. 

Ummlmousiy, the Suprome Court uphdd 
tho coiivictSon of Deb* and Jvujtlco QUver 
Wendel! Holme*, ln dellvering th« opinlon, 
hodeelared: 

“The main themo of the epeech wo* Soelal- 
lom, Its growth, and a prophecy of 1t* ultl- 
inate succesa. Wlth that wo have notblng to 
do. but lf a part or the manifest intcnt of the 
more general utterance was to cncourago 
thoae present to obstruct tho tccruUIng serv- 
lco. and lf ln paaages such encouragcmctit wo* 
Indlreclly glvon, tho lmmunlty of the general 
themo may not bo enough to protect tho 
• spcech."

In tho ea*Q of SehoivccK v, tho United. 
Btatea and Bacr v. tho United State«, 240 
U S. 47, tbo Suprcmo Court upheld the U.3.,, 
and Juftttco Hnimea deltvcrcd a celcbrAled 
oplnton Umt »hould havo rcmalncd forever 
m n nntlrmnl bulwnrk of fixen principio but, 
war, anbf<cquoutly cltatorlrd by pmpngamlliila 
mto a one-Hncr abnut “ahouting hre.“ What 
Juftticc Holme* rcaily *titd was:

Tho queatlon 
In «very cose la whethor tho worda used nrc 
Ufiod In auch ciroumstnncos and wo of auch 
a naturc a* to crcate a clcor and present dan- 
gor that they will bring about tho «ubstantivo 
.«viia that CongTCM ha.« a right to prevent, 

. It |* a questlon' of proxlmity and degrec. 
Whon a natlon Ib at war, many thlng« that

hlitdratico to llft ettort that thelr utterance 
w r lU not bo cnduruil ra long os men flgnt and 
■that no court cuulu rcRnrd thom aa pro- 
tected by any constllutloiml right.“ 

In charging t\to Jury which hacl llstencd 
to anarehlst« Emma Ooldman and Alexan¬ 
der Bcrkman Claim they.were victlms of n 
“polltlcal trlal“ and had metely exerted tbelr 
conatltutlon&l right of free speech for urg-, 
Ing dtBobodlence to the Qolcctive ücrvico Law, 


Judge Mayer ln. the Uolted States Dlstrict 
Court flald: 

“Tiilo U not a trlal of polltlcal prlnclples, 
Thla cannot be tumed )nto a polltlcal trlal 
or state trlal ln the polltlcal Ecnoe. You are 
not to bc mislcd by any cUort to dlgrcss your 
mlnd lrom tha real l»ua, which aimply 1s. 
whether thes« dcfendnntj are gullty or not 
gullty of the crime charged ln the tndlct- 
mert." 

4 Thl« 1* not a questlon of free ßp»eech. Free 
ßpecch U guaranteed to us uhder the Con¬ 
stitution, No American worthy of the ntme 
bcllevcö in clse than freo Bpecch; but free 
ßpccch mcans, not llccnsc, not counsellng 
dlsobcdleneo of the law; freo ßpecch means 
that frank, fre«, full and orderly expresalon 
which every man or vornan ln the land, cltl- 
Zen or allen, may engage in, ln lavrful and 
orderly faahlon; and that freo »pecch ls guar- 
anteed to us, and no court wouid deny \\ 
to nnyone.** 

In the case of The People agalnst LouU C: 
Fratna (a fouader of the Communlit Party 
of America ln Chicago, Scpiember 19)9|. 
Judgc llough of the Ü.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeal« of vhc Sccond Circuit denlcd the de* 
fendanV» plea that it was an error to permtt 
the Jury to Infer gullt from epeeches that 
wero “all worda,“ Ib deaying'defcndant’« as- 
eertlon that men cannot conatltutlonally 
and lawfully be punishtd for words. especial- 
Jy when the languagc relates to rights har. cd 
on the moral sente, l.c., the “idealism of the 
non-rthgiouB consctentlouB objector,“ Judge 
Hough «ald: 

“Tha free «peech ftcetircd ftfderally b 7 th« 
flrat amendraont mon» complete lmmunlty 
for tbe ptiblicatlon by speech or print of 
whatever l* not hannful ln character. «hen 
tested by auch Standard» a« the law a£or<U. 
For thosc Standards we muat look to the com¬ 
mon law rulw ln force whon tbe convtUutton- 
al right* were cstabUshed and m rcfcrcnco 
to which they were adopted. By legislativ« 
aclton tho boundarlcs of unpuniahabio cpeech 
havo doublte** and ofwn been much er.- 
larged; but the constltulional 1 ur.it rcmains 
unchangod. and what the leglslature ha* 
üo«e lt can undo. Legal talk<libcrty never 
ha* me&nt, however, “the unrestrictcd right 
to sny what ono please* nt all tlmta nnd 
undor all clrcumslance*.“ (V/arrcn v. United 
States, IW Fcd„ at 721, IOC. C.CA. I$8. 33 
L.R.A., N.3. 800.)“

The Congressman then digressed into a story of his travels some time 
back to South Africa where he told of having met the head of the security agency 
tliere. He pointed out that this individual, a forrner army general, does rnake 
security decisions as to whether or not Government employees are to be cleared. 

The Congressman was told that such may be the case in South Africa but in the United 
States the law creating* the Employee Security Pro gräm sets out specific guidelines 
and these do not grant any decision making authority to the FBI or any other 
investigative agency. 


j The Congressman cornrnented that he certainly has no quarre! 

1 with the FBI; that he considers it perhaps the last bastion of hope for this country; 

L j and he only wishes that it did have greater authority to rnake decisions re gar ding 
I the lüring and assignments of various Government officials. He commented that 
he recalls theDirector in at least the Ilarry Dexter White case reportedly had 
gone personally to the President, if not to rnake recommendations to the President 
t concerning Whit§ to at least make certain that the President was personally aware 
of White ! s background. He'said he realizes the Director camiot ,T go to the well 11 i 
in every instance where a misfit has gotten into the Government but that he personally 
feels Puiian is a classic example of an individual who has attained an important jl 

Position and has been making decision after decision on the side of the communists ' 

rather thai. on the side of the United States. He'said he only wished that Mr. Hoover 
woulcl make certain the President is aware of the facts concerning Puhan, emphasizim 
that he has no-faitli whatever’in the integrity of those.individuals at the Department 
|of State who have supported Puhan and continue to push hini into higher positions. 


Congressman Schmitz stated he has now sufficient Information to ] 
convince himself that Puiian is directly responsible for Cardinal Mindszenty*s j 
being forced to leave Hungary. He said he hopes to have sufficient Information in 
this regard in the near future to convince the Congress of this fact. Ile stated if 
Joe McCarthy v/ere alive today the name Alfred Puiian would be a household Word but 
that unfortunaiely in the present climate today it is not considered good conduct to 
refer to anyone as being disloyal. He stated, however, that he considers the Puhan \ 
case to be ir far tooimprfrrt. to be swept under the rüg, ,T adding that he and other \ 

Republican members of the Hbuse Committee on Internal Security are determined that 
it will not be so concealed. He indicated Hemenway will be called to testtfy befof e / 
the Committee in public session and that they intend to take other means tp^focus j 
public attention on Puiian and his continued procommunist decisions in the I 

Department of State.

Befolge leaving the Congressman *s office, Bowers reviev/ed for 
him again the FBI*s Position in this matter and it was emphasized to him that we 
did a complete Investigation within our scope of authority and that we furnished 
to the White Hoiise all pertinent Information relating to Iiemenway T s allegations 
against Puhan and the Department of State E s inquiry into these allegations. The 
Congressman stated he understands our position but commented that he certainly 
wished there were some way the FBI could go into the Department of State and 
investigate the entire policy of that Department and particularly the motivations 
for policy decisions made by such individuals as Puhan and those who Support 
him. 

Following the discussion with Congressman Schmitz, Bowers callod on 
1 Donald Sanders, Chief Counsel of the House Committee on Internal Security, and J 
I advised him of the Congressman T s Statement that Hemenway will be calied to testify j 
\ before the Committee. Sanders stated that the Committee staff has been attempting 
i to avoid further involvement in the Puhan case since it is really not gerrnane to the 
i Committee 's inquiry which is supposed to be limited only to the Employee Security 
jProgram. He stated he will keep Chairman Richard Ichord apprised of the 
jdevelopments and they will be most alert to any references to the FBI which might 
Jarisc in further hearings regarding the Puhan matter to insure that our position 
^is made completely clear on the record if it should be brought into the matter at all.

Ilemenway hacl furnishcd us derogatory Information 
concerning Puhan during the 1969 Investigation, including an 
affidavit setting forth his allegations. His allegations 
against Puhan entirely concerned Hememvay 1 s differences of 
opinion y/ith Puhan in policy decisions made by Puhan 
concerning West Germany. Hememvay indicated that he had previously 
furnished his allegations personally to Secretary of State Dean 
llusk.

’ Inspector David Eov/ers, in June, 1971, briefed staff 
members of IICIS concerning our Investigation of Puhan indicating 
Hememvay-furnished no specific list of names; the investigation 
was.complete and thorough; and, in view of the type of allegations 
made by Hememvay, the FBI did not become embroiled in State 
Department internal policy disputes* * 

Since this entire Situation is an internal State 
Department matter, it is believed that Schmitz*s letter should 
be furnished to the State Department for answer* Since our 
files indicate cordial relations \v±th Representative Schmitz

Ke should also be advised that in the Puhan case 
the allegations °* Hemenway invoived policy decisions which 
Hemenway claimed v/ere made by Puhan regarding Toreign affairs, 
the correctness of which Hemenway disputed. Schmitz shoiild be 
advised that it is not v/ithin the province of this Bureau to ■ 
look into the wisdom of foreign policy decisions of the 
Department of State or any of its officials.

Thank you for your letter of November 2, 1971. Unfortunately the thrust 
of my letter to you of October 29, 1971 seems to have been misinterpreted♦

The point which needs to be understood is extremely important since it

i At this point there seem to have been three tbings which could have taken 
| place. First Mr. Hemenway did not vo lunt.ee r the names of any individuals L 
1 who would have been in a position to testify to the substance of his charges 
and the 1 agents eithsr did not ask for any, or did ask and Mr. Hemenway was 
unable to supply any. It is inconceivable to me that the investlgating 
agents would not attempt to secure names of individuals from Mr. Hemenway 
who could coirnn&nt on .the substance of his charges. In any case the first 
possibility is that, for whatever reason, the names of supporting witnesses 
to Mr, Hemenway 1 s charges were not in the possession of the investlgating 
agents. This is implied in your letter of November 2nd.

Neither of these indlvlduals was able 
to satis^factorily clarify the matter which concerns me in this case. 

What I am attempting to determine. is why the indlvlduals cited by Mr. 
Hemenway^ as being able to Support his rather serious allegations* were 
never contacted by the Federal Bureau-of Investigation, if such is the. * 
case. Was this failure to contact reputable indlvlduals who could 
testify [to the substance of serious allegations which might well have 
had a decisive bearing on the granting of Mr. Puhan 1 s clearance the result 
of an omission in this particular case, Standard policy as concerns sit- 
uations of this type, for some other reaaon?
